metics, perfumes and face powder 
1750,000,000. 


For ice cream and soft drinks we 


»pent 600 millions; SOO millions for 
jigarets and as much more for other 
lobacco and snuff, to say nothing 
»f 510 millions for cigars. For jew- 
llry we laid out 500 millions, and 
iad enough left over to invest 300 
millions in furs. 


That makes a total of ?4,200,000,- 


JOO, and some folks think we could 
have done without all these things 
and be that much ahead at the bank. 
On the other hand are people sup- 
posed to ha-.e some sense who hold 
that if we had bought twice as much 
of these frills and luxuries we would 
now be just as wall off at the bank 
and would have enjoyed ourselves 
twice as much 


One can point out countries In 


the world wJiere practically nothing 
•was spent for the frills and luxuries 
enumerated in this list, but they 
are the world's poorest spots that 
wouldn't know a bank from a jail 
Perhaps there is no occasion to get 
In a hurry to borrow worry when 
we learn that people are trying to 
find enjoyment In buying 
things 


they like. We are sure we wouldn't 
care to live in a land where they 
never do anything along this line 


to get them they will get along a 
while longer without the roads, say 
until the crack o* doom.

would cause a great many to go out 
of their way primary day to vote 
against the "friend " If this were 
not true, we could not amount to 
much, would hardly be worth our 
salt.

CLEAN UP! 


BY DR. R. H. BISHOP. 


I found some figures recently which 


proved about one-third of the deaths 
of persons under 40 are caused by dis- 
eases contracted from filth. 


This seems to leave no doubt that 


an annual spring clean-up campaign 
is of vital importance to every com 
munity of any size. The degree of im- 
munity during the summer months 
will be influenced by thoroughness 
or lack of it In the community house- 
cleaning. 


A city or community-wide clean- 


up now may head off an epidemic 
of Infantile paralysis this summer. 


The battle against this disease Is 


one conducted for the most part In 
the dark. Medical men do not know 
exactly how It Is spread. 


They do know, however, that the 


disease has been made less perilous 
and extensive 
in 
the 
large cities 


where clean-up campaigns have be- 
come a regular annual public health 
measure. 
Disease-breeding 
places 


are at this time wiped out of exist- 
ence. 


Disease-producing 
germs 
thrive 


best in warmth, dampness and dark- 
ness. The places 
furnishing 
these 


conditions should be sought out and 
thoroughly cleaned. 


Flies are without doubt one of the 


greatest spreaders of communicable 
diseases. 
They 
transport 
germs 


from person to person. A fly killed 
in March is equivalent to millions 
killed In August or September. 


Mosquitoes 
also 
spread 
disease 


and these pests find Ideal breeding 
places among empty 
cans, 
bottles 


and broken crockery partly filled 
with water.
